CHICAGO, May 11.—Further complications 
have developed in the building trade’s difficul- 
tier, caused by the action taken last night by 
the Master Masons and Builder’s association. 
The bricklayers want to be paid Saturday and 
the bosses refuse because, as they allege, their 
men frequently fail to report for work on Mon 
dey mornings. A communication was sent to 
the bricklayers, stating the reasons of employ 
ers for not acceding to the demands, and while 
the mersenger was absent the executive com: 
mittee submitted reports of its conference with 

the committee of the trades council, regarding 
the hod carrier’s strike,in which they say

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THE EARTHQUAKE.

Pua:Nix, Arizona, May 11.—The Gazatte 
prints the following report concerning ths 
carthquake, made by Dr. D. E. Goodfeliow, 
which hasbeen sent to Washington: The dic- 
tance covered by the earthquake is twolve 
hundred miles long and six handred miles 
wide. The general direction of the shock was 
southwest to northeast. Its average duration 
was ope and three-quarter minutes. The 
dz msge in New Mexico and Arizona is trifling. 
In the Sulphur Springs valley, within tweuty- 
five miies of Tombstone, fissures occurred ia 
the bed Of an old stream, and a considerable 
amount of water spurted ont. After three days 
a}] dried up but two, which appear permanent 
and are Funbingasmajl amount of water of 
oidinary temperature. Succeeding the sho-ks 
fires were observed in many mountain ranges 
giving rise to reports of volcanic eruption. 

The first ard most severe shock rolled boul- 

ders down the mountain sides and raised clouds 
cf dirt, which, with the accompanying noise, 
caused many to think a volcano had broken 
out, ail ef which was purely imagination, there 
having been no eruption in any part of the 
section disturbed, The railroad track at the 
point where it runs east and west was bent fur 
and a half inches ont of line for a distance of 
three hundred feet, the convexity looking 
couth. Miners working in the six hundred 
feet level felt the vibrations severely. S»me 
became seasick, 
In Fronteras, Mexico, ten houses were 
thrown down, one child killed, and a man 
fatally injured. In Campas, one mile southeast 
four houses were demolished. Governor Torres 
telegraphed on the Sih inst. that southwest 
Campss was totally destroyed, aad that many 
lives bad been lost. Dr Goodfellow has gath- 
ered data and confirmed every statement before 
making the report.

the three following propositions of law : First 

thatif a party is brought into another stats 
illegally, and after reaching there is arrested, 
such proceedings will not avail in law, the 
state issuing proceedings su uent to illegal 
arrest; second, if Biackw was illegally 
brought to the doctrine of comity ap- 
plier, and is superior to all proceedings of a 
criminal nature issued thereafter; third, not 
to give this construction is a violation 
of the extradition law upon 
the ects of congress and the constitution of the 
United States. In applying these propositions 
to the facts in the case, Major Gary contented 
that, under the showing made by the state of 
Georgia, thesole question remaine?: Did Black- 
weed give his consent to return to Georgia, or 
was ke illegally brought here? In analyzing 
the testimony, he said he might rest tha case 
of South Carolina on the affidavit of Stone, 
which was different from the tas%i- 
mony given from the witness stand 
in that Stone handcuffed Blackwood immedi- 
ately after his arrest, and before Black wood 
said that he was innocent, and that he was 
willing to go anywhere to answer any char ze 
agaiust him. That whatever may be the differ- 
ence in the conflict of testimony, the physical 
fact of handcufling precluded all idea of con: 
rent, and was unanswerable, showing 
that he was involuntarily brought 
to Georgia. The confession testified to by Mr. 
Hyams was an inference of the witness, and 


was not. supported by the po- 
lice officer in whose presence Hyams 
fays _it was made, Counsel said, 
that it wassuch a mistake as was easily made, 


and nothing wrong‘is imputed to Mr. Hyams. All 
that was said in the presence of the policeman 
was when the chiefasked Stone if Blackwood 
consented to return to Georgia. Stone said 
“yes,”’ Blackwood being present, who did not 
dcny it. | 

In bebalf of Georgia, Solicitor-General Boy- 
kin Wright followed. He opened his argu- 
mentinajustand becoming tribute to the 
worth of South Carolina, her laws and hor rep- 
resentative, Attorney-General Earle, who was 
present. Ho then presented the 
View that Stone was a competent officer 
of tho police force, and his loug expariénce 
familiarized hina with the matter of arrests (n 
the border state of South Carolina; that coa- 
sent was ibe besis of tho arrest, and the burden 
of evidence disclosed this. He referred to this 
consent unexpressed but acquiesced in between 
the two states in the arrest of fagitives from 
justice. It wes largely due to this fact that 
gcod government had been secured for the two 
states. The eolicitorreplied tothe handcu flag 
by stating that Stone handouffed him for his 
own safety, not knowing how strong or how 
many were Llackwood’s triends. Stone acted 
wisely in iooking through the disguise of 
Black wood’s innocence, accepted his consent 
and protected himself Mr. Wright cited tho 
statute to show that Blackwood was im prison 
here under a berch warrant, and the point of 
time when it was issued did not effect the cise, 
for Black wood came into the state by consent, 
was arrested, and tho law says he cannot 
be discharged io this proceedings. 

It wasdark when Mr. Wright concladaed, 
and Judge Roney adjourned court, stating he 
would hear from Attorney General Earle and 
Mr. Salem Dutcher at nine o’clock tomorrow. 
Mr. Dutcher is assisting Mr. Wright in bohalf 
of Georgia. 


BURGLARS FOILED. 


Senoia Visited bya Gouple of Professional 
Cracksmen. 

SENOIA, Ga. May 11.—[Spocial.]—Senoia 
was treated last night to a real burglar scare. 
TLe burglars had planned their work well, and 
but for the fact that a watchman was patroling 
the town they would doubtless have succeeded, 
Their point of attack was the back door of the 
store of Mr. J.T. Jones. The watchman was a 
block away on Main street, but was attracted 
by the noise. He slipped down au alley, came 
out on the rear and cautiously slipping along, 
he secon cbhserved some one standing on tha 
raized platform ia the rear of Mr. J. T. Jones’s 
store. The burglay’s watchfal eye detected the 
advancing form of the watchman. He spran 
from the platform, and just as he was tufratn:

FRED MORGAN CONVICTED. 


He Will be Hanged at the Paupers’ Farm 
June i7th. 

LovusvILe, Ga, May 11,—[Special ]—In the 
superior court today Fred Morgan, colored, 
was convicted of murder and sentenced to be 
hanged on June 17th. 

It will be remembered that on the 25th day 
of December last the body of Emma Lowis, 
colored, was foundin the woods about three 
miles from this place, witha gunshot wound 
through the back of the head and a kaife cut 
across the abdomen. At the coroner’s inquest if 
was ascertained thatthe negro, Fred Morgan 
had been loafing about the neighborhood, and 
that the woman, Emma Lewis, had been called 
out to the gate on the night of the killing, and 
that they had been living together at Sun Hill, 
near Davisboro, Washington county, previous 
to the day of the killing. Sheriff Kelley at 
once proceeded to Sun Hill, and found Frad. 
He confessed his crime, and gave as his reason 
that she bad threatened to kill him, Today, 
after his honor Judge Hines had pas3ed sen- 
tence, Morgan asked that he be hanged at once, 
ss ying that he was quite ready to die. He will! 
be hurg at the paupers’ farm, which is avout a 
mile and a half from here.

The Terrible Death of a Young Screven 
County Farmer. = .- 

SyivansA, Ga, May 11,—[Special.]—Mr. 
Wilson Williams, who lived at Basom, seven 
miles above this place, met a terrible death on 
yesterday afternoon. He had been plowiny, 
and after the day’s work was done, had taken 
cut and started for home, riding sideways ou 
his mule.

ATHENS, Ga., May 11—.[Special.J—In to- 
day’s CoNSTITUTION,& committee of university 
students publish some communications intend- 
ed to show that yeur Athens correspondent 
misrepresented the young men in his account 
of the Saturday night row, published in your 
issue of the 10th instant. I will hereafter 
thow that my account was true and is sub- 
stantially what appeared in other papers, and 
not denied by the students in journals other 
than THe ConsTITUTION. But just here I 
wish to express my regret that the unseemly 
conduct of the young men made it necessary 
that a telegram should have been sent, and 
that their want of tact in rushing into print 
with such a weak cage, makes it necessary that 
this unfortunate matter should remain before 
the public. It would have been far better for 
the students, the university, and all parties to 
bave remained silent about the matter. 

But to the matter in question. I am not 
responsible for the head lines introducing the 
telegram in Tueeday’s issue. These I learn 
offended greatly. As for the other ma‘ter pub- 
lished on that day I am responsible, and will 
state here that, notwithstandiag the testimony 
introduced by the defendants, I see no reason 
to think my account false. 

At the request of the students, Miss Rath- 
erford corrects the “exaggerations” of the cor- 
1espondent. This card corroborates precisely 
what I telegraphed. Idid not say the boys 
entered the institute grounds, on the contrary 
I wrote that the cfficer stopped them at the 
gate, and the policeman’s own testimony 
showed that he did exacily what I said he suc. 
ceeded in doing. Miss Ratherford says that 
she and her girls were not alarmed. Iam glad 
they were not, and it wiil be remembered that 
in my telegram I expressed the opiuion that 
the students were harmless, It wiil be seen 
that others agree with me in this estimate. 
Miss Rutherford says it did not occur to 
ber that the boys were disorderly. If broak- 
ing into an armory and taking gans, if para- 
cipg the streets at a late hour of the night 
with muskets on their shoulders, if stoppiog 
before houses and bhurrahing for the inmates, 
if these actions do not constitute disorderly 
corduct, wha’ is disorderly conduct? It is de- 
nied that the police were telephoned for. I 
wes so informed by several persons. If I am 
nustaken on this point, I cheerfully adinit my 
error. The youvg men, in their explanation, 
admit, practically what{they, were charged with, 
Now, another matter: The Athens Banner- 
Watchman published at the same time what 
was substantially the same account as was fur- 
nished THe CoxstirvTron. Why did not 
the students take notice of that article? The 
reason is perfectly well knowa-—-they did not 
regard your correspondent with favor, on a2- 
count of aiticles written by him wien he was 
connecied with another journal. 

The sentiment of the people of Athens is well 
nigh universal about Saturday night’s proceed- 
ings. Itis generally condemned. One of the 
professors lectured the students from his own 
platform in regard to their conduct. If it had 
been free from all objection, he certainly wou!d 
not have delivered this lecture, If the boys 
intend to be only playful why is it that an ofti- 
cer has been stationed for several nights at the 
Lucy Cobb institute? This, to my mind, seems 
perfectly clear that somebody has apprehen- 
sions. If the whole matter was boyish fun 
and frolic, why did the chief get up from a 
sick bed and make an effort to collect a posse 
of citizens? It is not usual to take such pre- 
cautions when boyish fun and frolic are only 
intended. 

The truth of the matter is, the boys boe- 
Faved very badly, and if all accounts are true, 


are heartilw earrs thes 4b-, 344 ~~» now ~ 
gan the proper course to smooth matters over, 


but jumped offto accuse your correspondent 
of misrepresentation and exaggeration. So 
far as | am concerned, I am sorry the whole 
matter bas happened; but if the circumstances 
were to happen again, which [ hope will not 
be the case, I would take the same notice of it 
as I did of this, with the addition, perhaps, of 
se.ding the names of the participants.

A RUDE CONTRIVANCE 


Concocted by Two Appling County Bogs t6 
Distil Liquor. : 

SAVANNAH, Ga., May 11,—[Special.]—C. W. 
Dodge and I, L. Dodge, two brothers of Bax- 
ley, Appling county, have been brought up 
charged with illicit distilling. J. M. Aldridge 
stated that about April 12,1886 he was in a 
swamp on the land of Captain Joe Dodge. He 
found there a trough with a holethrough 
eachend. Aniron pipe about an inch in 
diameter ran through the trough, which was 
fullof water. He saw where a fire had been 
built near the trough. The neck of a gourd 
was fastened.to the end of the pipe, which ran 
through the lid of the pot. The lid waz made 
of green gum. He also found a keg, a pot, a 
jug, and a stand on which the pot had been set. 
In the keg he found what he considered a 


poor quality of whisky. He saw 
F. B. Parrott and C. M. Aldridge, who

Tax Assessments in West End. 

We print elsewhere a communication from 
the tax-assessors of West End, which throws 
a gocd deal of light on a subject which has 
been interesting the tax-payers of that com- 
inunity recently. The assessors appear to 
misa pprebend the intention of THE ConsrTI- 
TUTION’S editorial, and to assume a respon- 
sibility for sffairs in West End that cannot 
be said to be well founded. They admit 
that, because one citizen hasa home for 
which he has refused $6,000, and another 
has property, a part of which he has sold at 
the rate of $1,250 for fifty tront feet, they 
have been constrained to double the assess- 
ment of an unfortunate citizen who happens 
to live between the two. 

Now, the assessors admit that the $5,000 
rate was too high, but since.the owner of 
the home admitted that he had refased 
$6,000, the unjust assessment was retained 
and the property of the unfortunate citizen 
next door made to conform to it. This is a 
system of ‘“‘equalization’’ that out-equals 
all former equalizations ; but it has nothing 
to do with the point which Tak ConstTirTvu- 


TION has made—namely, that a residence | 


community makes a bid for ruin when it 
assesses the homes of citizens at their fall 
merket value, 

Property in West End has increased in 
value, but it has made no such increase as 
the tax assessors have been pleased to place 
on it. If we undersiand their communicr 
tion aright, they have assessed at least one 
kome in West End not only ‘‘by the acre,’’ 
but ‘‘by the front foot,’’ and if their assess- 
ments bave been equable as they claim, all 
home property in West End has been meas- 
ured by this standard. Now, assessments 
“by the acre and by the front foot’’ is the 
very essence of real estate speculation, and 
cannot be applied to a residence community 
without injury that will more thaa over- 
balance the apparent gain. 

The assessors say that the law requires 
them to assess all property at its market 
value. This is a very different matter from 
assessing property at its fall probable mar- 
ket value. The law of Georgia says that 
property shall be assessed at a fair market 
value. The constitution of the state says 
that it shall be taxed according to value. 
But a wise discretion is left to both assessors 
and: property owners in this matter. At- 
lanta is essentially a business community, 
but its assessors make a wise discrimination 
in favor of homes. 
a residence community, but its authorities 
assess homes ‘‘by the acre and by the front 
foot,’’ and at their full probable market 
value. It is only a question of time when 
this policy will ruin the town. 

There are considerable interests at stake. 
It is not a mere matter of taxation, but a 
question which is of vital importance to 
West End. What is to be done with the 
large incieese of taxes to be gathered in this 
year? The assessors seem to be unable to 
make adelfinitereply to this, Theysay, ‘‘Let 
Sees ESS PENS Wk pO Rae A ALRES, 
and there is no telling what strides she will 
make in the next five years.’’ Well, is 
West End to have her own gas and water- 
works? Is it to arrange for these things 
that the enormous increase in taxation has 
been made? 

Once more THE CONSTITUTION advises thi 
citizens of West End to go slow in the mat- 
ter of taxing homes. If the town is to 
grow the policy announced by the present 
tax assessors must be changed.

A Warfare of Spite. 

There may be no danger of an early clash 
of arms between Germany and I'rance, but 
there two nations are already engaged in 
warfare of a peculiarkind. It isthe warfare 
of spite, which, though less disastrous, is 
hardly less bitter than the combat of armed 
hosts. These nations are nominally at 
peace, but if either sees the smallest oppor- 
tunity to iritate the other it is readily and 
gladiy accepted. When a German monarch 
determined that if his native language was 
good enough for the people it was good 
enough for the court, and banished the long- 
used French from the royal palace, he 
merely asserted the dignity and self-respect 
of his nation. But when Germany deter- 
mines to abolish the study of French in the 
public schools of those not too loyal prov- 
inces, Alsace and Lorraine, it is in small 
business for a great and mighty nation. 

The French have made themselves still 
more ridiculous. After $100,000 worth of 
tickets had been sold for performances of 
Wagner’s ‘‘Lohengrin’’ the opera was pro- 
hibited because it was feared it would stir 
the anti-German feeling to some dangerous 
demonstration. This apprehension was not, 
perhaps, without just cause, for only a few 
nights ago a mob of drunken Frenchmen 
cavorted toward the German frontier crying, 
*‘On to Berlin!’ 

Not satisfied with boycotting German 
music France proposes to do away with 
German beer. Now, if there is one national 
interest which is dear to the Teutonic heart, 
it is beer, The patriotic German regards 
the earth as the rightful heritage of the 
brewers of his fatherland. To have this 
especial pride of the German aspersed by his 
most hated foe must be galling almost 
beyond endurance. M. Berthelot, the French 

Anister of public works, says that France 

ake just as good beer as Germany. He 
ses to establish a school for brewers 


where the most advanced theories of malt 


manipulation are to be tanght and the 
foundation laid for French independence of 
German beer. If this bold move does not 
provoke a war there may be peace for some 
time to come. 

While some of these evidences of national 
spitefaulness are little, and even contempti- 
ble, they are by no means insignificant. 
They betray deep-seated antipathies, which 
are.capable of graver exhibition. The spirit 
of petty spite which possesses both these 
great nations is sowing dragons’ teeth, and 
it is to be feared that the harvest, as in the 
old legend, will be hosts of armed men.

Genuine Intemperance. 

* In the Southern Baptist convention at 
Louisville, the other day, the report of the 
temperance committee led to a lively de- 


bate. The Courier-Journal says : 

Rey. L. C. Coulson, of Alabama, made a vehe- 
ment temperance speech, Hesaid: ‘There is not 
a rum-seller in the whole land, but who should be 
in the state prison. {Cries ‘No, no.’} There is not 
one but whoisa perjurer. They bave taken an 
oath not to sell liquor on Sundays, nor to minors, 
nor to men of intemperate habits, and every one 
of them violates that oath every hour in the day.” 


Now, this is genuine intemperance, and 
it is the intemperance that hurts, If the 
temperance reformers know what is good for 
them they will suppress such hot-headed 
champions as Mr. Coulson. The moment 
the temperance reform ceases to be based 
upon Christianity it will go backward. The 
movement, to accomplish any permanent 
‘good, must be animated by the spirit of 
brotherly love. 

It is perhaps unnecessary to say that Mr. 
Coulson’s speech was not indorsed by the 
convention. Doubtless it would not be in- 
dorsed by any representative body any- 
where. But it deserves to be shown up as a 
warning example all the same. So many of 
our people just now are engaged in the great 
work of reforming the world that the ordi- 
nary business of life is beginning to suffer. 
In many communities so much bitterness of 
feeling has been stirred up by the intemper- 
ate words and actions of alleged reformers 
that public spirit, neighborly kindness, 
liberality and enterprise are utterly deat

our reformers. The morals of men cannot 
be improved by rabid denunciation and vio- 
lent abuse. Heads and hearts are not to be 
reached in that way. 


Served Him Right,

be regarded as a good joke. 

It strikes us as a very serious matter. 
When a man is given up to pure laziness he 
is on the road to perdition. He serves 
neither God nor man. He is a burden te 
his family and the community. Producing 
nothing, he stands ready to consume every- 
thing. He is of no use to the state in peace, 
and he is worse than useless in war. 

Pure Jaziness is a more comprehensive 
ferm than vagrancy, aud our criminal 
statutes do not completely cover it, but 
public opinion can do much to place it under 
the ban. If the yonng man who was 
arrested in New York was locked up he 
deserved his fate. There is no rank, no con- 
dition of society, either at the top of the 
ladder or at the bottom, where a thoroughly 
lazy man is welcome in this country.

“There is nothing remarkable in the story 

that is told of the paying over to Daniel Hand, of 
Connecticut, of $700,000 by his former partner, 
George W. Williams, of Charleston, except the 
amount so paid,” said a lawyer. ‘Mr. Hand at the 
outbreak of the war came north, leaving his prop- 
erty in the charge of Williams, to seve it from con- 
fiscation. Since the wer Mr. Williams has turned 
over to his old partner the property and the amount 
it earned, $700,000 in all. Yet there are many New 
York merchants who have had equalor greater 
proof of the business honor and integrity of many 
eouthern merchants with whom they dealt before 
the war. All debts to northern men were confis- 
cated by the confederate government, and through 
poverty, bankruptcy and statutory limitations 
many merchants were absolved from payment. 
Yet I krow of many cases where they have 
made their debts good. One I recall is that 
of a New York firm now extinct, which did 
a large blank book business in the south. Some 
years ago I received a -letter from my Georgia cor- 
respondents asking me to arrange for a settlement 
with that firm on account of clients of my corre. 
spondent. I found the firm had gone out of busi- 
ness, the partners dead, but I was urged to hunt up 
the heirs. I did so, and the Georgia merchantsent 
in 50 per cent of the amount of the debt, which was 
the best they could then do, and promised to remit 
the whole sum with interest intime This was 
twenty-four years after the debt was incurred. I 
know ofa similar payment made to a firm of car- 
riage makers, and I have heard of a Mobile firm 
who has been vainly looking for the heirs of 2 New 
York merchant to pay a considerable sum for in- 
Gebtedness incurred before the war. There are 
many New York merchants, and I think business 
men elsewhere, who have had the same experi- 
ence. It is my belief that the msjority of southern 
merchants who were able to resume business, and 
who had a reputation for busisess integrity before 
the war, have made efforts to pay northern credit- 
ors some or all of the indebtedness incurred prior 
to 1*61.”’

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AT THE FRONT. 


THE GET-THERE ELEMENT OF AT- 
LANTA’S PROSPERITY. 


What iis Being Done in the Way of New Buildings— 
The Technological School and the New Bank 
Building - Church Improvements—Hand- 
some New Residences ia the City. 


Atlanta does not brag much about “booms,”’ 
but there is a get-there element to her prosper- 
ity, which is the envy of all rivals—no, imita- 
tors; she has no rivals. 

The city is growing so rapidly that it is ut- 
terly impossible for any person to keep up with 
the improvements which are being enerzeti- 
cally pushed forward on all sides. This is 
particularly true with regard to the new build- 
ings which literally seem to spring up every- 
where. 

The largest buildings now in process of con- 
struction are the state capitol, the Young Men’s 
Christian association building, and the new 
cotton seed oil mill. Of the first two it is 
hardly necessary to say anything, the progress 
on them having been fally outlined in recent 
numbers of THE ConsTITUTION. The oil mill 
be, when completed, one of the best of its kind, 
second to none in the country. 

Probably the largest buildings for which 
ground is now being broken and the construc: 
tion of which will be begun in the very near 
fature are the main building for the state tech: 
nological school and thé new bank building on 
Decatur street. The contract for the tecano- 
logical building wasleta few days ago at 
$43,250. Itisto bea substantial, fine looking 
building, which will be a credit to the city and 
the state. After this main building is well 
under way work will be begun on the work- 
shops and chemical laboratory of the institu- 
tion. These will cost probably §25,000, 

The bank building will add much to tho 
appearance of the business portion of the city. 
It is to be brick with stone trimmings, six 
stories high and finished with all modern con- 
veniences. The main entrance will be on 
Decatur street but the Line street front will be 
almost exactly like that of Decatur street, it 
being Architect Morgan’s theory that Line 
street is destined to be one of the principal 
streets of the city. The building wili cost 
probably $50,000 and may cost more. 

CHURCH IMPROVEMENTS, 

Under this head the proposed improvements 
to Trinity church and the new building for 
Evan’s chapel deserve the most prominent men- 
tion. The improvements to Trinity wiil cost 
nearly $20,000 and will consist in extending the 
church back twenty-five feet, putting in steam 
heating and new inside furniture and decora- 
tions. With these important changes, Trinity 
church will be one of the handsomest churches 
in the southern states. 

At the junction of Nelson and Walker streets 
there will be erected the new Evans’ chapsl. 
It will be a handsome building with good ap- 
pc intments and will cost in the neighorhood of 
$15,000, 

NEW RESIDENCES. 

In addition to the beautiful residences which 
have recently been completed, quite a number 
of pretty homes will,} during this season, be 
added to the list. Probably the finest will be 
that of Mr. J. M. High on Peachtree, which 
will cest $10,000, | 

Dr. H. F. Scott will erect a $4,500 home on 
Powers street. Mr. W. S. Knott has mate 
preparations for a 34,000 home on Wheat street. 
Mr. Rh. C. Black’s new home on Washington 
street will cost about $4.000. 

Another Washington street home, which will 
acd to theappearance of the street, will ba 
that of J. G. Oglesby, the remodeling of which 
will cost about $5,000. Mr. A. G. Rhodes is 
erecting a $4,000 home on E!lisstreet. Mr J.N. 
Nunvally’s new house on Peachtrae will cost 
$6,000. Mr.A. M. Bergstrom has perfected 
a for a new residenca3 on Loyd 
atrcet. 

This is but a partial list, yet it shows that 
the buildirg being done is of the kind which 
counts. In addition to these a large number 
of smaller buildings, principally residences, are 
springing upin all parts of the city. Many 
improvements are being made to older build- 
irgs, both business blocks and residences. 

Out at Clarke university, two large frame 
buildings are, being constructed for workshops 
for _— students. These will cost about $5,000 
each, 

If present indications count for anything, 
next season will witness 

A GREAT INCREASE 

to the number of new buildings erected, par- 
ticulazly business blocks and handsome resi- 
dences. All of the leading architects have in 
hand plans for buildings of various kinds 
which wili add much to the appearance of the 
city. 

Atlanta architects ere making enviable repu- 
tations for ability, asthe large amount of out: 
side business they do bears witness. On Taes- 
day Bruce & Morgan sent plans to Colorado, 
and this firm, and also Mr. 
Norrman, Mr. Wheeler and others 
are doing a great deal of work in tho dif- 
ferent parts of Mississippi, Alabama, Florida, 
fFouth Carolina and other neighboring states. 
Indeed all say they aredoing more outside 
work than usual, many large buildings being 
among those under their supervision. 

Taking into consideration all of these facts, 
Atlanta certainly has reason tobe proud of 
her progress in the matter of new buildings 
just as she is proud of her progress in every 
other respect. She will ever be the first city 
of the south.

A peculiar coincidence connected with the 
killing of Captain Wynn was told us on yester- 
day by an old veteran who followed him from 
the beginning of the war until he was shot 
down atthe battle of Gettysburg. Captain 
Wynn bad frequently made use of the remark 
that ‘the bullet had not been molded that was 
to Jay him low,” and so often had he done this 
that his wife—a most estimable lady then liv- 
ing in thie city—coincided fully with him in 
his belief. One morning, however, the day 
after the fight at Gettysburg, she éntered the 
parlor, where upon the wall had hung a hand- 
some oil painting of her husband. As she 
glanced up she was horror-stricken on see- 
ing that the painting had fallen from the wall, 
aud in doing so the face had been pierced by a 
chair post, which stood beneath where it had 
hung. Rushing from the house she went at 
once to a neighbor and related the occurrence, 
adding that she firmly believed that the cap- 
tain bad been killed in the fight of the day 
previous. Her presentment was only too true, 
for on the arrival of the train, an hour after- 
wards, news of the battle was brought and 
among the first names in the list of those killed 
was that of her gailant husband. The strangest 
feature about the killing, however, was that he 
had been shot in the face and in the identical 
spot where the chair post had pierced the canvas 
an hour before.

JUTE CULTURE NEAR AUGUSTA. 


The Successful Experiment of Mr. Howland 
Near Graniteville, Over the River. 
From the Augusta, Ga., News. 

Mr. B. T. Page showed the Evening News a 
fine specimen of jate raised near the city by 
Mr. S. W. Howiand, of Graniteville. It was 
exhibited at the Beech Island club house ye:- 
terday, and Mr. Page brought it up to the city 
and exhibited thejute with pride as the pro- 
duct of this section. 

He says that Mr. Howland reports its culture 
on the poorest kind of sandy soil and tells of a 
profit of $10 on a half acre planted 
in jute. The plant requires little or 
no culture, and sells for 5 cents a pound, 
This beats cotton, especialiy as the jute grows 
rank ard high, and is more easily gathered, in 
addition tothe little care demanded, It is 
simply cut down and thrown in water, and 
after the bark is softened, pulled 
through a machine which removes all de- 
bris, leaving the jute in long, strong and silken 
threads. Mr. Howland has only two or three

The Atienta Glass Works Beginning Operations—A 
Large Crowd Goes Ont to Witness the Besutifal 
Process of Blowing Giess— Many Useful 
and Pretty Ariicles Made, Etc. Btc, 


“Now, I'll make youa lamp chimney. What 
color glass do you want, and what size chim- 
ney?” said A. Lober, a glass-blewer, at the At- 
lanta glass works, yesterday to a CONSTITUTION 
reporter, 

And asthe glass blower spoke ho rolled his 
shirt sleeve high about his elbow, baring a 
big, brawny arm, down which ran muscular 
cords as big as a small snake. 

“Will it take you long to make it?” asked the 
reporter, admiring the great strength of the 
man before bim, 

“Will it take me long? Why, have you never 
been in a glass-worker’s place before?” asked 
the blower as a happy smile played about his 
face. 

“Never, except in a circus,” 

“Well, I'll be hanged. Then you have missed 
lotsin this world. Why, them fellows ina 
circus don’t know anything about glass-blow- 
ing, and to show you that they don’t I'll just 
show you how 

TO MAKE A BOTTLE, 

No, I said I'd make you a lamp chimney, 
end sol will. Then after you have looked 
through the place with the superintendent—! 
guess you are going to do that—I’ll makea 
bottle for you, or anything yon may want,” 
said the glass blower, picking up a long iron 
rod. 

The rod was about five feet long, and tapar- 
ei froma half toan inchand ahalf. The 
smaller end was bright and smooth, as though 
made so by constant handling, The larger 
erd had quite a lump upon it, suggesting that 
it had been dropped upon that end while red 
hot. Through the iron, from end to end, was 
a sicall hole, giving to the piece of metal the 
appearance of a huge iron pipe stem. It 
weighed about eight ponnds, and as Mr. Lober 
picked it up he remarked : 

“This is what we calla blower. Sse, there 
is a hole through it. Now if you have 

A BATCH OF RED HOT GLASS, 
ore of these blowers, and plenty of breath, you 
can make a bottle.”’ 

“How ?” 

“Did you never make soap a bubble by blow- 
ing through a pipestem’? Well, that is jast the 
way we make a bottle, only it is hotter 
work,”’ 

With the iron bar in one hand the blower 
walked up toa furnace and removing a door 
disclosed an oven in which red and white 
flames were seething, twisting and hissing 
about. The door was very small, probably a 
foot and a half square, but through it enongh 
conld be seen to produce a recollection of the 
Salvation Army, 

‘In there is the glass,” said the blower. “It 
is in a Jiquid state and that place is awful hot, 
New, see, I am going to get a handful of it.’ 

As he spoke Mr. Lober shoved the large end 
of the iron rod into the bed of red-hot fire, He 
shoved it in so deep that his hand seemed tobe 
swallowed in the tlames. Then 

HE GAVE THE RODATWIST 
and straightening updrew it out. As it came 
out the blower remarked: 

“Take care, thatis as hot as the place the 
preacher tells you about.” 

Upon the end of the rod was a bunch of some- 
thing a shade or two hotter than red hot. At 
first it had a tendency torun, but as it would 
start to string out the blower turned his rod 
with a peculiar twist which threw itinto a 
lump again. In asecond he had the red hot 
Inmp upon a equare block of iron, and by tarn- 
ing the end of the rod in his hand rolled the 
eoft glass about like putty. In notime the 
gla s was round, about twoinches and about 
four inches long. During allthis time the man 
was looking carelessly about the room, but 
when the lump had taken the shape described, 
the Slower remarked: 

“Now, see.” 

Placing the small end of the rod between 
his lips he began to blow. His 

- CHEEKS PUFFED OUT 

for a second and then wentdown. As the 
cheeks began to subside the glass at the other 
end of the rod began to swell outslowly, it 
grew larger and rounder, just like a rubber 
balloon when a small boy undertakes to blow 
it up—until it was as large asan orange. Then 
the man carried it to a bench where he rolled it 
upon another flat surface. The glass was yet 
perfectly soft,and as the man rolled it the 
globular shape began giving away to that ofa 
cylinder about eight inches long. Then the 
man stopped long enongh to wipe away from 
his face a flood of perspiration. 

*“Now,” said he, “you know hot water and 
cold glass are notfriendly. That being true, 
sam water and hot glass should not be friendly. 

ee?’ 

HOW HOT GLASS IS CUT. 

Picking up a piece of iron resembling a piece 
of an old bucket hoop. he dipped it into a buck- 
et of water, and placing it against the glass 
turned it around until a circuit had been made. 
No mark was visible when he finished the 
work, but a gentle tap upon the end knocked 
off a small piece, leaving an opening in one 
end. Then into this he inserted the same piece 
of iron and began turning the glass. Instant- 
ly the glass began taking the shape of the neck 
ofachimney. Then the iron was pushed fur- 
ther in and the bowl was formed. ‘Fhen the 
stem in the same way until the chimney was 
finished. 

“Now that wants to be annealed, and then 
itis good for use. But here is Mr. Spengler, 
the manager, and I guess he wants to show you 
about.’’ 

GOING THROUGH THE MILL, 

Mr. Spengler isa young man about thirty 
years ofage—a blonde, wearing fall whiskers. 
He is thoroughly conversant with the business 
he has in hand, haying spent all his time since 
he was fourteen years old in glass factories. He 
isa native of Woodstock, Va,andcan doas 
much work in a day astwomen. He is pleas- 
ant and affable, and under his care a tour of 
the building was made. 

And this is what was seen: 

Down in the basement of the building the 
first step towards a bottleis taken. 
room are two pieces of machinery only. One 
is a huge crusher and the other is a “mixer.’’ 
Near the crusher was a large pile of sandstone 
—stone that can be picked up allover Fulton 
county. The stones ranged in size from a wal- 
nuttoa henegg. This is thrown into a basin 
around which two heavy wheels weighing 
3,600 pounds, are rapidly revolving. The 
wheels would 

CRUSH A STONE MOUNTAIN ALMOST, 
and when they pass over the sand stone it rolls 
out into a trough as fineas flour. It is then 
placed in a sifter which catches all the larger 
pieces and then that which passes through the 
sifter is thrown into a mixer. 

“When we put it in here,” said Mr. Spengler, 
Jaying his hand upon the mixer, “we put ia 
the other ingredients in the requisite propor- 
tion.’ 

‘What are the other ingredients?” 

“Manganerce, which we get from Bartow 
county, soda ash, arsenic, chlorides. bromides, 
etc.,” answered the gentleman, smiling, 

The mixer is a large cylindernal vessel di- 
vided into two sections, each about four feat 
long and two feet in diameter. They hold 
about three thousand pounds, and after it 
revolvesabout ten minutes the mixtare is 
taken out and called a batch. Itis as fine as 
anything can be. 

“Tt don’t look like it is hard to. make glass 
now, does it?’ asked Mr. Spengler. 

“Can’t say yet.” 

“Well, now this ‘batch’ is ready for the 
ovens. We will take it up stairs and put it in 
the oven, and when it melts it will be handled 
like Lober handled that awhile ago.”

UNITED STATES COURT. 


Cases Remanded to State Courts--Decrees 
Entered. . 

The recent act of congress governing prac- 
tice in the United States circuit courts made 
considerable change in the practice in these 


} courts. Several cases in this court were rather 


effected by the change, in this way: The act 
was approved on the 3rd of March, but it was 
several weeks before this fact was known here 
in Atlanta. In the mean time the work of the 
court here went on justas it had gone on in 
the past and several cases were removed from 
the state couris and regularly filed in the Uni- 
ted States courts. When it was found that the 
act mentioned had become a law, the question 
as to the exact status of these cases presented 
itself. They had been regularly removed from 
the state courts, but they were not sach cases 
as, onder the new law, could be admitted to 
the United States court, 

Four ofthese cases were before the court 
yesterday, and, upon motion of the attorney 
for the defense, were remanded to the state 
courts for trial. These were the suits for dam- 
ages brought by Clara Davis, George Roberts, 
Elizabeth Henderson and Francis Gilliard 
against the Kichmondand Danville railroad 
company. Captain Harry Jackson represented 
the company and had brought the cases from 
the superior eourt of Gwinnett county tothe 
United states court. It was upon his motion 
that they were remanded. 

The district attorney took formal orders of 
dismissal in the cases of J. D. Crawford, Willis 
Sowders and Cris Henderson. This ends the 
famous Crawford distillery case. 

Decrees were entered in two equity cases. 
The first was a suit to foreclose mortgage 
brought by the American Mortgage company of 
Scotland against Jcshua H. Starr and Melissa 
C, Starr, of Fayette county; amount of judg- 
ment $1,642.22. The othercase was brought by 
the same company against Sarah F. Haunt, of 
Jackson county; amount of judgment $804 ‘4.

In sewing, fine laundry work, print- 
ing drawing, carvirg, music, cookiag end 
nursing they receive thorongh trainiog. Tory 
are also taught the English branches, mathe- 


matics, etc. 

The yearly examination and exhibition of 
the purse training school in connection with 
Spelman seminary took place yesterday morn- 
ing in Rockefeller chapel, befure a large and 
appreciative audience.

Blanchard, the teachers and students of the 
university, and many citizens of Atlanta. 

At 10:30 the procession of nurses, twenty 
in number, wearing the regulation white cap 
and apron, and carrying cot beds, basins, tow- 
els, bandages and other necessary parapherna- 
lia, entered the hail.
